Mrs. Gantts, another colored lady recently re- 
turned from Africa, testified to the same things. 
Mr. Pease again had the meanness to impugn the 
statements of these women, though he had never 
been there himself. Ile was ready to brand every- 
body asa lar who would not corroborate his own 
“facts,” though many of them had previously been 
proved false. He read alone list of Reverends, 
Risht Reverends, Generals, Colonels, Honorables, 
&e., &e., as members of diferent Colonization So- 
cleties, to prove that it isa good thing (the same 
list ef dignitaries might Le read to prove that Sle- 
very and the Rum-traffie are good things). He 
read long and prosy letters from interested parties 
in Africa, published in his own paper, lauding Li- 
berin as a paradise. 

On the 2d evenings, those women brought Ictters

Ho depicted the injustice and cruelty of the 
scheme, and the duplicity of some of its prominent 
vetaries, with thrilling eloquence and power. In 
sober truth, every statement and argument ad- 
vanced hy Mr. P. was promptly met, and most 
iriumphantly refuted.
